Uniform Municipal Code 
Proposition 
Again Claims Consideration— Local 
Option Bill— Proposition to Substi­ 
tute Salaries for Fees. 


Columbus, February 3.—(Special)- 
While the Republican members cd the 
taxation committee in both the house 
and senate will report no measure for 
passage 
until it has received their 
unanimous indorsement, and while the 
Republican majority in both branches 
has agreed to support any measure 
which comes to them with the commit­ 
tee’s recommendation, it does not fol­ 
low that the committee is now a unit 
as to all the bills w hich have been sub­ 
mitted to it under the so-called admin­ 
istration plan. On two of the bills an 
agreement has been reached, and they 
will be reported .back and urged for 
passage not later than the forepart of 
next week. These are the bills extend­ 
ing the sc ope of the excise tax law on 
quasi-public 
creasing the 
ings from one-half to one per cent, and 
the other corporate measure requiring 
the filing of annual reports by private 
corporations, for which a fee oil' one- 
tenth oPone per cent of the authorized 
capital stock will be charged. It Is es­ 
timated that the increased revenue to 
the state by the adoption of these bills 
will be something more than $1,000,000 
and permit, to a great degree, the ful­ 
fillment of the governor’s desire to do 
away with the state levy. On the oth­ 
er two proposed measures the commit­ 
tee is divided in 
sentiment, and it 
seems hardly probable that a unani­ 
mous agreement can be reached for 
some time. 
Indeed, no si>ecial effort 
in this direction will be made until 
after the passage of the hills upon 
which an agreement has been secured.

Though not yet up for final passage. 
the municipal code bill, establishing a 
uniform system of government in all 
Ohio cities and villages, is the source 
of constant legislative agitation.

$85,000,000 a year. 
Of this, however, only 1,300,000 tons are 
imported, yielding customs revenue of $49,000,000. 
The balance, 
$30,000,000, goos into the pockets of planters of tile following states: 
Louisiana planters, 330,000 tons, $12,000,000; domestic beet, 130,- 
000 tons, $5,400,000; Hawaii, 350,000 tons, $12,000,000; Porto 
Rico, 150,000 tons, $5,400,000. A removal of this duty on raw sugar 
would result in a saving to the consumer of $S5,000,000.

Similarly Mr. Burk in his article on “Teasing and Bullying” (Pedagogical 
seminary) regards many of the anger states of children as originating in 
rudimentary fragm ents of motor elements which have been inherited from 
tile past. Of all tile movements which it would be possible for children to 
make thoro are a certain number, involving giving of Mows, running in 
pursuit, throwing, scuffling, etc., which seem without any special outside cause 
to be repeated more frequently than others. 
Iii normal children these race autom atism s do not. remain completely in 
voluntary. 
They become organized in some way or other and connected w itll 
ether phases of experience. 
This is their salvation from the standpoint of 
development. A child strikes, pursues, teases, laughs at misfortunes of others. 
at first automatically and involuntarily; but. having done so, he observes 
his action, its effects upon other;- and the backw ard reaction of these upoD 
himself. 
If he lins also inherited, as every normal child does, automatic 
tendencies to sympathy or the capacity to feel the same way as the person lie 
observes is feeling, ho will soon find more pain than pleasure in the whole 
event, lie will thus be led to partially suppress or at least to modify his 
original action. 
One of the best opportunities for organizing the race autom atism s is pre­ 
dated by various forms of games and plays. 
Tile best of these use and 
strengthen the motor fragm ents, but also unit*' them with an intellectual 
fitment of control. 
Tile natural socializing effect of plays and games is 
tlni> of the greatest service. infill in strengthening the individual and in 
giving him a better adjustm ent to his societyry e n v i r o n m e n t . 
Sometimes the key, or cause, of the emotion from its associational side is 
entirely below the threshold of consciousness. Janet gives many instances 
of this kind, of w hich.the following is an example: A young woman was 
subject to tits of despair which lasted several days. 
She staid by herself 
ami would speak to no one. W ith difficulty Jane! obtained a few words pro­ 
nounced in an undertone and with averted eyes. 
“I ain not tit to speak 
to any one; I am disgraced; I ani oppressed sis with a weight; I suffer 
from remorse.” 
Remorse for w hat? 
But this she could not tell. When lier 
attention was engaged and a pen put in her hand, she unconsciously aud re­ 
peatedly wrote the nam e of her sister who had died a little while before. It 
was further discovered th at there also < xisled the ‘‘subconscious idea” that 
sh*' was responsible for her sister’s death. 
Of this, however, she* appar­ 
ently knew nothing, although she perceived and suffered from the emotion 
which arose from this false conception. 
Lighter forms of subconscious causes of emotion have frequently come 
under the observation of the present writer. 
A young lady known to me 
whenever she saw* a funeral passing alw ays “filled up” emotionally. 
Tears 
came to her eyes, and she could va itll difficulty control herself. 
She. how­ 
ever, really experienced no grief. 
She had no thoughts of be** own death 
or of the loss of friends. 
The “filling up” was not consciously associated 
with any cause, although she remembers th at she was subject to this un­ 
pleasant and annoying experience ever since the death of a relative some 
three years before. 
The present experience, however, did not call up con­ 
sciously the feelings which she then endured. It is evident that instances of 
tins kind are like sears which have been imperfectly healed. The treatm ent 
which has been found successful consists of reaching these subconscious 
ideas while the individual is partly asleep. The idea may then be attacked 
on its own ground and broken up by a series of gradual substitutions, which 
brios it into healthier connection with the normal life, or, at least, by a kind 
of psychic encystment render it leas injurious, 
A great many of the unreasonable fears and hatreds of adult life are prob­ 
ably due to impressions received in the earlier years of childhood and which 
have become subconscious and entirely forgotten, but which nevertheless cause 
plenty of pain and trouble. 
These cases indicate that mere conscious forgetting or mere conscious 
control is not everything in psychic health. 
A power of discharge is neces­ 
sary which will go further than this and which will succeed in bringing in­ 
to relationship all the elements of soul and body. 
How tins may be done in some instances is indicated by w hat actually 
occurs in the natural healing of children’s fears. 
The following case, re­ 
ported by President Hall, will serve as an example: A little girl on going to 
bed used to be subject to great fear as soon as the light was turned out. She 
thou gilt the floor of the room was covered with snakes and reptiles of all 
kinds. She could almost see and hear these monsters as they moved around. 
After being terrified in this way for some time she got into the habit of im­ 
buing that four noble lions came into the room. They took up their position, 
coo at each corner of the bed, and defended her from her enemies. 
In a lit­ 
tle while she went peacefully to sleep. 
Many children stop half way in such an experience. 
They remain with 
their fears unhealed. All that is done in many cases by older people is to tell 
them to give up thinking of their fears, to exercise some will power or courage, 
to control or to crush them down, in some way to apply suppression. 
This 
&ay drive these fears out of consciousness, but it often does not remove them 
^together. 
Frequently, too, the children never tell of their feelings be­ 
cause they know’ that they would be laughed at or treated in the way above 
described. It would seem a much more satisfactory method to take the fear on 
j own ground and supper a happy term ination in every case where the child 
* ces not itself provide the necessary treatment. 
Mn ny of children’s stories follow unconsciously just such a psychological 
Take the story of “Red Riding Hood.” 
Notice the gradnal working 
Qp to*ard a climax of fear, which is, however, very soon dissolved by the 
closing events. 
It la a little drama, which, as Aristotle says of all dramas.

ev, 1 I part of its success to tho fact that it made use of motor element 
w 
h had been developed at an earlier stage when the people had i. ; yet 
emerged from the-life of tho elan. 
Similarly Mr. Burk in his article on “Teasing and Bullying'’ (Pedagogical 
Fominary> regards many of the anger states of children as originating in 
rudimentary fragments of motor elements which have b i n iuhoilted from 
the past. 
Of all the movements which it would be possible for ihildren to 
make tiiere are a certain number, involving giving of Mows. running in 
pursuit, throwing, scuffling, etc., which seem without any special outside cause 
to be repented more frequently than others. 
In normal children these race autom atism s do not rem ain completely in 
voluntary. 
They become organized in some way or other and connected with 
ether phases of experience. 
This is their salvation from the standpoint of 
development. A child strikes, pursues, teases, laughs at m i-fort lines of others. 
at first automq$ically and involuntarily; but. having done so, lie observes 
his action, its effects upon others and the backward reaction of these upon 
himself. 
If he has also inherited, as every norma! child does, automatic 
tendencies to sympathy or the capacity to feel the same way as the person lie 
observes is feeling, ho will soon find more pain than pleasure in the whole 
event. 
Ile will thus be led to partially suppress or at least to modify his 
original action. 
One of the best opportunities for organizing the race autom atism s is pre­ 
cented by various form s of gam es and plays. 
Tire best of these use and 
strengthen the motor fragm ents, but also unite them with an intellectual 
element of control. 
The natural socializing effect of plays and games is 
thus of the greatest service, both iii strengthening the individual and in 
giving him a better adjustm ent to his soeietary environment. 
Sometimes the key. or cause, of the emotion from its associational side is 
entirely below the threshold of consciousness. 
Janet gives many Instances 
of this kind, of w hich.the following is an example: A young woman was 
subject to tits of despair which lasted several days. 
She staid by herself 
and would speak to no one. 
W ith difficulty Janet obtained a few words pro­ 
nounced in an undertone and with averted eyes. 
“ I am not lit to speak 
to any one; I am disgraced; I nm oppressed as with a weight; I suffer 
from remorse.” 
Remorse for w hat? 
But this she could not tell. 
When her 
attention was engaged and a pen put in lier hand, she unconsciously and re­ 
peatedly wrote the nam e of her sister who had died a little while before. 
It 
was further discovered that there also < xisted the “subconscious idea” that 
sh" was responsible for her sister's death. 
Of this, however, she appar­ 
ently knew nothing, although she perceived arid suffered from tim emotion 
whirl) arose from this false conception. 
Lighter form s of subconscious causes of emotion have frequently come 
under the observation of the present w riter. 
A young lady known to me 
whenever she saw a funeral passing alw ays “tilled up” em otionally. 
T ears 
came to her eyes, and she could w itll difficulty control herself. 
Sh*, how ­ 
ever, really experienced no grief. 
She had no thoughts of her own death 
or of the loss of friends. 
The “filling up" was not consciously associated 
with any cause, although she rem em bers th a t she w as subject to this un­ 
pleasant and annoying experience ever since the death of a relative some 
three years before. 
The present experience, however, did not call up con­ 


sciously the feelings w hich she then endured. 
It is evident th a t inatances of 
this kind are like sears w hich have been im perfectly healed. The treatm ent 
which has been found successful consists of reaching these subconscious 
ideas while the individual is partly asleep. 
The idea m ay then be attacked 
on its own ground and broken up by a series of gradual substitutions, which 
bring it into healthier connection w ith the norm a! life, or, a t least, by a kind 
of psychic encystm ent render it less injurious, 
A great m any of the unreasonable fears and hatreds of ad u lt life are prob­ 
ably due to im pressions received in th e earlier years of childhood and which 
have become subconscious and entirely forgotten, but w hich nevertheless cause 
plenty of pain and trouble. 
These eases indicate th a t m ere conscious forgetting or m ere conscious 
control is not everything in psychic health. 
A pow er of discharge is neces­ 
sary which will go fu rth er th an this and which w ill succeed in bringing in­ 
to relationship all the elem ents of soul and body. 
How this may be done in som e instances is indicated by w hat actually 
occurs in the natural healing of children’s fears. 
The following case, re­ 
ported by President H all, w ill serve as an exam ple: A little girl on going to 
bol u<ed to be subject to great fear as soon as the light w as turned out. She 
thought the floor of the room w as covered w ith snakes aud reptiles of all 
kinds. She could alm ost see and hear these m onsters as they moved around. 
After being terrified in this w ay for som e tim e she got into the habit of im ­ 
agining that four noble lions cam e into the room. They took up their position, 
nae at each corner of the bed, and defended her from her enemies. 
In a lit­ 
tle while she w ent peacefully to sleep. 
Many children stop half w ay in such an experience. 
They rem ain w ith 
their fears unhealed. All th a t Is done in m any oases by older people is to tell 
tn* m to give up thinking of th eir fears, to exercise some w ill power or courage, 
to control or to crush them down, in some way to apply suppression. 
This 
®ay drive these fears out of consciousness, but it often does not remove them 
^together. 
Frequently, too, the children never tell of their feelings be- 
they know’ th a t they would be laughed a t or treated in the way above 
'bribed. It would seem a m uch more satisfactory method to take the fear on 
'bs own ground and supper a happy term ination in every case w here the child 
ocs not itself provide th e necessary treatm ent. 
Many of children’s stories follow unconsciously ju st such a psychological 
r71rv‘ • Take the story of “Red Riding Hood.” 
Notice the gradual w orking 
nP toward a climax of fear, w hich is, however, very soon dissolved by the 
basing events.

M. D. Helmick, Hon. J. W. Hering and 
William Walls, who were 
appointed 
at the general conference of the M. P 
church hold at Atlantic City in May 
1900. 
Many hymns used in the old hymnal 
are not to be found in the new book, 
b u t'the new book is much more com­ 
plete than the former one.

VAST REDUCTION OF TAXES. 


Both 
Reports on War Revenue 
Bill 
About Completed. 
W ashington. Feb. 3.—The majority 
and minority rep orts on the bill re­ 
ducing the war revenue 
taxes are 
practically completed, the purpose be­ 
ing to report the bill to the house af 
ter a meeting of the ways aud means 
committed today.

report Is foreshadowed In ! 
his recent statem ent, when the bill 
was agreed 
upon. 
It deals mainly 
with the extent and *1.-tails of the re 
duetlon. which is said to be the larg­ 
est single reduction of taxation ever [ 
mado by a nation.

Columbus, February 3.— (Special)— 
Will 1« the Republican members of the 
taxation committee in both the house 
and senate will report no measure for 
passage 
until it lias received 
their 
unanimous indorsement, and while the 
Republican majority in both branches 
has agreed to support 
any measure 
which comes to them with the commit­ 
tee’s recommendation, it does not fol­ 
low that the committee is now a unit 
as to all the bilH which liave been sub­ 
mitted to it under th** so-called admin­ 
istration plan. 
On two of the bills an 
agreem ent has been reached, and they 
will be reported back and urged for 
passage not later than the forepart of 
next week. These are the bills extend­ 
ing the scope of the excise tax law on 
quasi-public 
incorporations 
and 
in­ 
creasing the tax on their gross earn­ 
ings from one-half to one per cent, and 
the other corporate measure requiring 
the filing of annual reports by private 
corporations, for which a fee of one- 
tenth o ro n e per cent of the authorized 
capital stock will be charged. It Is es­ 
timated that the increased revenue to 
the state by the adoption of these bills 
will la* something more than $1,000,000 j 
and permit, to a great degree, the ful­ 
fillment of the governor’s detdre to do 
away with the state levy. On the oth­ 
er two proposed measures the commit­ 
tee is divided in 
sentiment, and it 
poems hardly probable that a unani­ 
mous agreement can be roached for 
some time. 
Indeed, no sj>e< ial effort 
in this direction will be made until 
after the passage of th*- bills upon 
which an agreem ent has been secured. 
Tho measures upon which tho minds 
of the committee divide ar** those rais­ 
ing th*' tax assess***! against the gross 
premium receipts of foreign insurance 
companies from 2Mj to 3 per cent and 
the payment of this money d irtily 
into the stat** treasury, instead of ap­ 
portioning It among the different com­ 
panies as is now done. aud that increas­ 
ing the Dow tax from $350 to $500.

FREE IN 1891, 1892 AND 1893. 
It would seem that with an overflowing federal treasury there had 
disappeared any reason for continuing the existing high tariff upon 
raw sugar. 
It constitutes a chargo upon consumption of nearly 2 
cents a pound. 
This represents on a consumption of 2,300,000 tons 
$85,000,000 a year. 
Of this, however, only 1,300,000 tons are 
imported, yielding customs revenue of $40,000,000. 
I he balance, 
$3G,000,000, goes into the pockets of planters of the following states: 
Louisiana planters, 330,000 tons, $12,600,000; domestic beet, 130,* 
OOO tons, $5,400,000; Hawaii, 350,000 tons, $12,600,000; Porto 
Rico, 150,000 tons, $5,400,000. A removal of this duty on raw sugar 
would result in a saving to the consumer of $85,000,000.

In normal children these race autom at isms do not rem ain completely in 
voluntary. 
They become organized in some way or other and connected with 
other phases of experience. 
This Is their salvation from the standpoint of 
development. A child strikes, pursues, teases, laughs at m isfortunes of others. 
at first automatically and Involuntarily; but. having done so, he observes 
his action, its effects upon otiier> and the backw ard reaction of these upon 
him self. 
If he lins also inherited, as every normal child does. autom atic 
ten d en cies to sym pathy or tin* capacity to feel the sam e w ay aa the person bl­ 
obs, h t s is feeling, he will soon find more pain than pleasure in the whole 
event. 
Ile will thus be led to partially suppress or at least to modify his 
original action. 
One of the best opportunities for organising th e race autom atism s is pre­ 
cented by various forms of games and plays. 
The best of these use and 
it mi gt lien the motor fragments, but also unite them w ith an intellectual 
dement of control.

attention was engaged and a pen put In her band, sin- unconsciously and re­ 
putedly wrote the nam e of her sister who had died a little while before. 
It 
was further discovered th a t there also existed the “subconscious id e a ’ that 
she was responsible for her sister’s death. 
Of this. however, she appar­ 
ently knew nothing, although she perceived and suffered from the emotion 
which arose from this false conception. 
Lighter forms of subconscious causes of emotion have frequently come 
wider the observation of the present writer. 
A young lady know n to me 
whenever she saw a funeral passing always “tilled up" emotionally. 
Tears 
cann to her eyes, and she could w ith difficulty control herself. 
She. how ­ 
ever. really experienced no grief. 
She had no thoughts of ber own death 
sr of the loss of friends. 
The “filling up" was not consciously associated 
with any cause, although she rem em bers th a t she was sublet t to this un­ 
pleasant and annoying experience ever sines* the death of a relative some 
three years before. 
The present experience, however, did not call up con- 
•ciously the feelings which she then endured. 
It is evident that instances of 
this kind are like scars which have been imperfectly healed. The treatm ent 
which baa been found successful consists of reaching these subconscious 
ideas while the Individual is partly asleep. 
The Idea may then bt* attacked 
on its own ground and broken up by a scries of gradual substitutions, wliieh 
bring it luto healthier connection with the normal life, or, a t least, by a kind 
of psychic encystm ent render It less Injurious, 
A great many of the unreasonable fears aud hatreds of adult life are prob­ 
ably due to impressions received in the earlier years of childhood aud which 
have become subconscious and entirely forgotten, but which nevertheless cause 
plenty of pain and trouble. 
These cases indicate th at mere conscious forgetting or mere conscious 
control is no* everything in psychic health.

**•7 which will go further Hum this and which will succeed in bringing In­ 
to relationship all the elements of soul and body. 
How this may be done in some Instances is indicated by w h at actually 
•e m s in the uatural healing of children’s fears. 
The following case, re­ 
ported by President Hall, will serve as an example: A little girl tm going to 
b*<! used to Ive subject to great fear as soon as the light was turned out. 
She 
thought the floor of the room was covered with snakes aud reptiles of all 
kinds. She could alm ost see and hear these monsters as they moved around. 
Af’*'r being terrified in this way for some time she got into the habit of im­ 
b u in g that four noble lions came into the room. They took up their position, 
st each corner of the bed, aud defended her from her enemies.
